“That old gentleman who is sitting on the 
top of chaos!” 

The man so described by a spatdiaworary 
was Benjamin Disraeli, whose philosophy of 
government was to become that of the Brit- 
ish Conservative Party. Disraeli summed 
up his personal philosophy thus: 
men, you must either excel them in their 
accomplishments or despise them.” 

That “old gentleman” was to extend Brit- 
ish influence into every corner of the globe 


and to give the world almost a century of 


comparative stability because of a power 
which no one dared challenge. Vain and 
bold, this greatest of British prime ministers 
left no doubt that he placed himself in the 
category of one who despised men, but he 
conquered Britain and an empire with his 
brains. 

Today there is an elec- 
tion in Great Britain. Out- 
side of the fact that in this 
island cradle of constitu- 
tional democracy elections 
can still be held, it is per- 
haps one of the most impor- 
tant events of our time. As 
in the days of Disraeli, the 
issues are whether the pow- 
er he built is to be strength- 
ened through a bold policy 
or whether British power Churchill 
and prestige can be preserved through a pol- 
icy of timidity in international affairs and 
of more comforts at home.

The death of more than a score of persons 
who drank wood alcohol, thinking it was boot- 
leg- whiskey, gives Atlanta the worst national 
publicity since the Winecoff fire. In each 
case there was a flaunting of law. With the 
Winecoff it was failure to comply with safety 
ordinances plus someone’s carelessness or 
deliberate arson. The cause was never 
established. 

In the poison liquor case the origin is the 
more easily traceable. Already persons al- 
legedly accessory to the crime are in cus- 
tody. The hunt is on for the white man who 
mixed the wood alcohol and water which 
has brought grief to the unsuspecting pur- 


chasers. 
That man, as Fulton Solicitor Paul Webb 


has put it, is guilty of mass murder. 

The incident, almost unbelievable in its 
scope of destruction, has its valuable lessons. 
Obviously, it has taught those who must 
drink to more carefully examine the cup. 

It has pointed up what the law-enforce- 
ment agencies already knew—that bootleg- 
ging is big business, highly organized from 
manufacturer through wholesaler or distribu- 
tor to retailer and consumer. 

State. local and federal authorities raided 
3.926 stills in Georgia in 1950 to give our 
state the notorious distinction of being the 
nation’s leader in the field. Making moon- 
shine and peddling is bad enough. Buying 
wood alcohol by the barrel, cutting it with 
water and selling it by drink is premedi- 
tated profiteering in death. Upon capture 
and conviction, the perpetrators of the crime 
should pay the penalty for murder.

If It’s Churchill. 
Then What? 


LONDON—Another visit by Winston Church- 
ill to the United States is considered, by those 
seciisaiibaasseceliaeii in the inner Conservative circle, one of the most 
sali first items on the order of business—if the Conservatives 
win here. And this suggested the very great difference which a 
Conservative viétory in this crucial election is likely to make. This 
difference is diffictlt to define in hard terms. To an extraordinary 
extent, it is a difference not of purpose, but of personalities. Yet 
the difference could be very great all the same, as the authentic, 
rather grimly amusing story of Labor Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee’s last visit to the United States also suggests. The time 
was some months ago, when Attlee hurried to Washington in order 
to persuade President Harry S. Truman not to start dropping atomic 
bombs at random. 


This point was soon cleared up, since Truman had no inten- 
tion of dropping -atomic bombs anyway, but there were other 
matters to discuss. Before his last meeting with Truman, Attlee 
was thoroughly briefed on the world raw material shortage, which 
threatened the British economy with disaster. He spoke'to Tru- 
man at some length, pointing out that, unless means were found 
to control the upsurge of raw material prices, the British economy 
would be in mortal danger. 

When Attlee had finished his gloomy recital, those present were 
astonished to see President Truman smiling happily. ‘‘That’s 
great, Mister Prime Minister,” said the President. ‘That's fine. 


I'm delighted to hear it.” 

 <. Alliance Attlee, it seemed, had mumbled, as he is 
~ wont to do, and what with the unfamiliar 

accent, Truman had not understood a word he said. The story is 

worth retelling now, simply because this is the great, essential dif- 

ference which a Conservative victory here would make. For 

Winston Churchill certainly will not mumble. 


‘ Nor will a Churchill government waste time on nonessentials. 
As one who has participated in Labor government councils put it, 
“The trouble has been that.we'd spend perhaps an hour on the 
Persian crisis, for example, and then another hour on pensions 
for war wives or something.” 


Churchill and his chief subordinates would leave to others such 
peripheral matters as pensions for war wives. And Churchill has 
made it clear in private, as he has intimated in public, that he 
considers it the paramount task of a Conservative government to 
knit the Anglo-American alliance into a really close working rela- 
tionship based on an intimate mutual understanding. 

Whether or not Churchill goes to Washington, it will certainly 
be the first object of a Conservative government here to reach 
with the United States an agreed joint strategy in the Far East 
(the Conservative “shadow cabinet” has at least considered with- 
drawing recognition from China), as well as in the Middle East 
and Europe. Churchill, moreover, is likely to politely but 
firmly, on a larger share in forming joint strategy than Britain 
has had since the war. As one Churchill intimate put it, “‘Winston 
will accept the role of junior partner—but not too damn junior.”

Dollar Reserves This is why, with the Churchillian elo- 
quence in mind, one American official] 
here remarked, “We'll have to spend a lot of time hanging onto 
Harry Truman’s coattails.” Yet even if a Conservative govern- 
ment with a strong majority is elected (which is anything but 
certain), the’ initiative will have to come from the United States, 
as regards one vital aspect of the Anglo-American relationship. 
For the sickening drain on British gold and dollar reserves in 
the last three months rather clearly indicates that Aneurin Bevan, 
the Labor rebel, may have reached a correct conclusion. Britain 
simply cannot afford the great program of rearmament, to which 
both Churchill and Attlee are committed, without a sharp, sudden 
drop in living standards. This is just what Bevan and his follow- 
ers confidently expect. For an immediate reduction in the stand- 
ard of living, following on the election of a Conservative govern- 
ment, would be sure to strengthen the Labor extremists. It would 
also in the long run destroy the Conservative interest here, and 
split the country from top to bottom,

If you haven't already succumbed to the call 
of the hills, maybe this passage from Charlie 
Graves’ Tricounty Advertiser at Clarkesville will 
shove you over into the long line of those headed for the highe 
lands: 


“The hills of Habersham are never more beautiful than 
in October,” says the Graves paper by way of advertising the 
natural attractions of Northeast Georgia. “The mountains, 
blue with trees, stand in relief in the autumn sunshine. 

“The cold waters of the Soque tumble over the rocks, and 
leaves of gold, green and red are blown from the shrubs and 
trees, and fall into the quiet pools or on the rushing waters. 
The dur’-s at Watts’ Mill splash about in the water or float close 
to the banks In the chill of the shade. 

“The purple asters, faded lavender Joe Pye weed and vel- 
low goldenrod wave along the roadsides. Here and there 
growths of sumac with the handsome red seed flowers stand 
sturdily. 

“The red sourwood trees are graceful with the dainty 
flower sprays terminating the branches. The dogwood is 
richly red, and other trees have turned golden, orange or 
brown, according to their kind.

Of Unemployables 


As publicity on the welfare rolls drives many 
chiselers off relief and as the State Welfare 
Department increases its payments to a smaller

no help at all today in most counties—the unemployables. 

Newspapers have received many appeals in the past from mid- 
dle-aged persons who are starving because they are physically 
unable to work. The State Welfare Department has pointed out 
that it has no way of helping these permanently disabled people. 
They are too old to be clussified as “dépendent children,” for whom 
there is an aid program. They are not old enough to receive old- 
age assistance. There is nothing for them. 

Fulton County is taking care of this class of people. The county 
alone is spending $280,000 a year for the unemployables. The 
federal government has allocated funds for this class. If the state 


could put up funds to take advantage of the federal program, ° 


Parker believes the county would be relieved of $200,000 of this 
$280,000 cost. 
lation next January. 

Our column Tuesday showed that Fulton had the largest per- 
centage of welfare aid in the state. Parker explained that Fulton 
has two programs which other counties don’t have—aid to the unem- 
plovables and aid to children who are wards of the county. 
Fulton County finances these two programs without state and 
federal aid—taking care of 893 children and 1,100 physically dis- 
abled. As for old-age assistance, Fulton’s percentage is lower 
than the state average. In every 1,000 persons over 65 years of 
age, Fulton has 327 on the rolls while the state average is 589. 


The State Capitol corridors were buzzing 
Barrett, Denial Wednesday with rumors that Billy Barrett 
would tackle Ed Thrasher in a showdown before the Legislature 
next January.

DALLAS, Texas. Oct. 24—(INS) 
A quick, intense, fire raged 
through the sisters’ quarters on 
the fifth floor of the St. Paul 
Hospital in Dallas Wednesday but 
250 bed patients and 34 babies, 
were evacuated without injury. 

The blaze was discovered by the, 
Mother Superior, Sister Alberta, 
shortly after midnight. It burned, 
fiercely into a five-alarm fire in 
the 55-year-old wing of the 
Catholic hospital before it was, 
brought under control two hours 
later. Defective wiring was be- 
lieved to have been the cause. 

Early @stimates of the fire and 
water damage were reserved. The 
fire marshal’s office first estimate, 
waé $125,000 but hospital attend- 
ants believed the figure would 
go much higher with a complete 
inventory. 

Fire authorities lauded the 
orderly evacuation which they: 
said probably saved many livés.' 
Hospital officials said the stalf 
is constantly coached for fire 
emergencies and cited as a key to 
the calmness the loud-speaker fire 
warning of “Emergency, Dr. Red.” 

One baby was born during the 
emergency. Mrs. J. FE. Mann, 25, 
was in labor when the fire started 
and a bov was later delivered to 
her in a nearby nursing home.

He added, however, that “the 
crest of inflation is still some dis- 
tance away” and ‘this is no time 
to weaken the dike. It is a time 
to strengthen it.” 

Saying that since the outbreak 
of the Korean war the U. S. cost 
of living had risen nine percent, 
Johnston asserted the rise during 
the same period was 11 percé@nt 
in England, 12 percent in Western 
Germany and more than 22 per- 
cent in France. 


INCOME TAX GOOD 

“In France,” Johnston said, “a 
representative worker in mdustry 
must pay out about 75 percent of 
his income for food, Small 
wonder that France has experi- 
enced a great deal of political un- 
rest.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 24—People, said 
the judge. who count themselves good citizens and, 
at the very least, “trying Christians,” are often 
willing to give everything but themselves to a 
cause. Nowadays, with organized social agencies of 
doing the most of the charity and trained coun- 
sellors taking on the job of listening to peoples’ 
troubles and advising them, the fun has prac- 
tically gone out of what used to be 
euphemistically known as “those less fortunate 
than ourselves.” 

Or at least that’s what the judge thought un- 
til he saw the women of Duval County at work. 
In Jacksonville, women of all kinds—church- 
women, clubwomen, businesswomen and the 
stay-at-homes—have found a way of putting tne 
personal touch back In good works. They give 
themselves as Well as material things in a new 
effort to help voung women who have landed in 
trouble with police or juvenile authorities.

It is called the “Big Sister’ plan and it 
operates very much like the program Jay- 
cees in Georgia operate to the everlasting 
benefit of young men in jails. Only the girls 
in Jacksonville take it a step further and 
offer warm, personal friendship to young- 
sters who have come into juvenile court 
through no fault of their own. The court here 
operates special homes for youngsters who 
have had to be separated from their parents 
for one reason or another and teen-age girls 
who live in these homes have come under 
the special wing of Jacksonville clubwomen. 


Mrs. Walter S. Jones, chief counsellor for the 
juvenile court, told us about the plan. We wen 
down to visit Mrs. Jones in the recently remod- 
eled and redecorated juvenile court building—a 
structure which was made possible by the drive 


of Jacksonville women and which is the only as well, 


thing that stands between young offenders and 
the county jail. In showing us about the light, 
airy, cheerful rooms, Mrs. Jones talked of Jack- 
sonville women who have by the 
changed the 
young girls who were headed for trouble. 

“The court and trained workers have a most 
important job to do,” 
the final analysis that job is official. It can’t take 
the place of friendship freely, voluntarily offered 
by somebody on the outside. I wish more women 
realized that they have a precious gift to offer 
some lonely, bereft voungster in an institution 
if they would only go to the trouble. 
take money, just interest.” 


Dozens of Jacksonville women have ex- 
hibited that interest. They have visited the 
institutions and asked permission to adopt 
“Little Sister” 
in it. A Big Sister's role calls for listening 
and sympathizing and advising, 
But it also calls for writing letters, visiting, 
sending small gifts and getting permission 
for the Little Sister to leave the home for a 
visit in town. Some of the girls to leave the 
juvenile court home have learned new skills 
from their friendly older “‘sisters,”’ some have 
developed new ambitions. 
worked hard to win a scholarship to college 
because she has the interest and support of 
“my folks outside.”’ 


A bond with wholesome, law-abiding “folks 
outside” is one of the chief gifts you can give 
a young person 
Mrs. Jones feels. It is especially needed in train- 
ing schools and jails but it is helpful wherever 72 
youngsters have been deprived of their parents.

Watch Scales ‘ 
For Weight 
Changes

Women who watch the scales 
may, or may not curb calories, 
but at least regular weighing 
prevents added pounds from 
catching your unawares. 

With a change of routine it is 
wise to check weight fairly reg- 
ularly. A change often alters 


food requirements and food in- 
take. A friend in my profession, 
dietetics, whose weight had nut 
varied in years, changed her po- 
sition, and added 18 pounas, 
without knowing it! 

She took an executive post 

and the work was largely se- 
dentary. At 10:30 each morne- 
ing the cook woild send up the 
specialty of the day for her to 
approve or disapprove. She be- 
gan to look forward to the mid- 
morning treat. Gradually the 
serving became a little larger, 
and as she says ...so did she. 
But her uniforms fitted rather 
loo#€ly, and since she was new 
in the community she did not go 
out socially. Instead she would 
walk down to the corner for a 
newspaver and have a sundae 
each night before calling it a 
day. 
One evening she was invited 
a social affair and brought 
out a favorite dress to wear for 
the occasion. Imagine her cha- 
grin at being unable to get into 
the outfit! She rushed to the 
scales , and there was the 
solid evidence, an added 18 
pounds.

Without 
injury, he would have gained more than four miles in three years. 

As a sophomore he made 975 yards running and 975 passing. 
He set an all-time season record with 2,400 yards in 1950, when he 
eccounted for 30 touchdowns running or passing. Ever since the 
first game he played at Drake, Bright has been the nation’s leading 
yard-maker.
